Sheweth how the Heavens are divided into 
Twelve equal Parts, called Houſes. 


Efore you cofhe to ſet a Scheme or FigureY- 

of Heaven , it will be convenient to let 

ou know what a Scheme 1s ; and therefore 
pleaſed to take notice, that a Figure or 
Scheme is nothing elſe but a Delineation of 
the Heavens in Plare, according to the diviſion 
of the Sphear -——- Thos, — The Zodiack 
is divided into 12 equal parts, called Houſes, 
which Houſes the Signs of the Zodiack do al- 
ways poſſeſs, the principal Angles of theſe 12 
are the Aſcendant and Mid-heaven, with their 
Oppoſites; theſe 12 Houſes are divided by the 
Horizon into two Hemiſphears , the one $u- 
pra terram, the other Infra trrram ;, that Hemi- 
fphear above the Earth 1s divided by the Me- 
ridian 1nto Oriental and Occidental, Eaſt and 
Weſt :. But of all parts of the Figute the AG 
cendant or firſt Houſe 1s moſt obſerved, being 
eſteemed by the- Learned 1n this Science, the 
moſt Energical point in the whole Scheme,and 
in Nativicies it 15 the principal Significator of 
Life ; and to that end it is always directed to:

Of the Birth in general, and of fome 
rſeful general Rules, 


Ecauſe the EffeRs of the Stars are divers 
and yarious, in producing mirth or miſe- 
ry tocvery Native, I ſhall here give you ſome 
Rules (before I come to the reſt of the Hou- 
ſes in order) to know whether the Native will 
be generally happy or unfortunate in the courſe 
of his life, and when 3 for ſome live ſplendid- 
l y in their Youth, and beg in their old Age ; 
others live meanly in their Youth , and are 
Jorjous at their Ends;bur others live famouſly 
oth 1n wealth and honour all their Days. 

Thereforc obſerve, If in a Nativity four 
Planers or more are Eſſcnt1ally ſtrong, in Houſe 
or Exaltation , or in mutual Reception from 
the ſame Digniries ; it ſignifies a moſt excel. 
lent Fortune, and the Native ſhall be generally 
fortunate jn the ations of his whole life 5 —- 
on the contrary , 1f many Planets (ſhall be in 
their Derriment, Falls, Peregrine, Cadent 
and without Reception ; it makes the Native 
live obſcurcly, miſerably ,, and poor withour 
a Miracle. 

Next ler the Luminaries be confidered, for 
from their Poſition may the Artiſt draw nota- 
ble Arguments , either for, or againſt felicity ; 
the © and ), in the firſt, ſecond, fifth , 
tenth, or eleventh Houſes, in $ or A to _ 
other ; 
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' other; <ither of them in the Aſcendant with

And for the Benefit of the young Student , 
F wilt be more large 1n the Judgment of this 
Houſc, than any before me have been ; be- 
cauſe it 1s the moſt uſefy! part of this Science, 
a all kind of Predifons ; for there can be 
no great advancement , but Riches are annexed 
as a Companion to it : Hence it is that Riches 
are bur the Produtt of Dignity , Honours , 
the favour of Princes, Marriage, ec. There- 
fore that Native that 1s born to an Eſtare,comes 
within the Judgment of this Houſe, whether 
his Induſtry ſhall be 1mployed in the keeping 
and increaſing of his Eſtate , or - profuſely 
ſpending or conſuming of it , which by inge- 
nious men may be done divers ways, —
